| ſtants: As the Turks, though diſagreeing a- 
mongſt themſelves joyn hand in hand to per- 
4 ſecure the Catholicks, 


ſo do the Proteſtants, 
The Turks whereſoever they come, demo- 
liſn Churches, deſtroy Croſſes, and beat down 
and break Alars and Images. fo do the Prote- 
ganrs. The Turks cannot abide praying to. 
Saints, no more can the Proteſtants, The. 


Turks love not Beads nor holy Water, no. 
more do the Proteſtants, The Turks above.

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ai! rhings:hate the moſt holy Sacrifice of the 
Maſs, and ſo do the Proteſtants; which a- 
lone is enough to ſhew, that in their Religion 
or Belief they are like Turks and Hearhens ; 
for in the true Church, from the riſing of the 
Sun, even to the ſetting, great is my name 
({aith the Lord, Mai. 1, 10, 11.) amongſt 
the Gentiles, and there u ſacrificed and offered 
to my name in every place a clean oblation, that 
is, a moſt pure and unbloody Sacrifice, (ſze 
the Hebrew here) which is only the moſt 
bleſſed Sacrifice of the Maſs, as -above we 
proved. But in the Proteſtant Church, or 
amongſt rhe Proteſtants, there is no ſuch 
Sacrifice; therefore the Proteſtants are nor 
rhe rrue Church, and by conſequence they 
muſt be like Turks and Hearbens. Whence the 
holy Fathers, as I {aid above, unanimouſly 


affirm, that Proteſtants or Hereticks, are (folo | 
nomine Chriſtiani) not Chriſtians. And this 


is the fruit of a corrupt and preverſe Bible.

That the Seftarggn Bible & no more the Word 
of God, than an Almanack, or AXlop's 
Fables, or the Alcoran of ths Turks, 


T is a Maxim in Philoſophy, that 

Good 1s of an entire cauſe, evil of any de- 

feet. Bur the Proteſtant, or Sectarian Bible, 
is defective, therefore evil, and conſequent- 2 
ly not the Word of God. Now that the Se- 
ctarian Bible is defective, even the Sects tem- 
{eives by their actio 12 (beſides what we have 
above laid) maniicit'y declare. For almoſt 
every year they correct it and mend it, chop 
it and change it, as they do their Almanacks, 
adding thereunto what they will, and ſub- 
Tracting what they pleaſe. 
2. Neither do they change their Bible on- 
ly. but alſo their Religion, and faſhion there- 


bf, grounded en it. If then every followiag

years Bible be beter than the former, why | 
may not next years Bible be better than this 
years, and ſo to the end of the world? and in 
the mean time the Seqtarian Bible will never 
be perfect or betrer than a yearly Almanack ; 


not ſo good as an Almanack forever as is Rrrk 


Pater, or the Shepherds Prognoſticarion, or 
Sca-mans Calendar, Se. why then ſhould

Ties have as many different Bibles, in Canon, 
Verfion, and Senſe, as are days in the year: 
Bur the true Bible cannot differ from it ſelf; 
neither can there be more true Bibles than one: 
where all materially and contrar!: y differ. Tell 
me then, if vou ons which ot all is the one 
and only true Bible? hat Sect or Sectary can 
anſwer to this Query! 2 or What Sectarian 
Bible can decide this Conttovetſie? | 

5. If you ſay the Hebrew and Greek Bibles, 
I ask you, what if the queſtion be of the He- 
brew and Greek Bibles ? can they be Judges 
in their own Cauſe ? No certainly? no more 
than the Engliſh Bibles, Moreover, the

ſubt:scting from it. This Sectaries cannot 
ſay ſor themſclyes ; who in their TI ranf]ations 
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are rather fine and falſe Commentators, than

If you inſiſt, and ſay with Kenniting,
